RAFSHOON believes in television 
commercials as a good means of 
communication between a can- 
didate and the electorate. He cites 
surveys suggesting that votera can 
Jearn more about a candidate’s 
stand on issues from commercials 
than from the TV news, which 
emphasizes ‘snafus, 
poils...conflicts’ in campaigns. 

Is it a bad thing thet voters are 
now asked, in effect, to make 
Judgments on presidential can- 
didates on the basis of 30- and 80- 
second commercials? 

“I don't think it’s so terrible. 
Prior to the advent of the mass 
media, voters got their information 
about candidates from political 
machines, power brokers, 
newspaper editors. It gives a can- 
didate a chance to disseminate his 
message widely to the public 
without having to go through in- 
termediaries. It's up to the public to 
decide, by looking at those com- 
mercials, whether they like him or 
don’t like him.... 

“It's hard to really cover up a bad 
cendidate through good commer- 
cials...you can't run commercials 
that say something that is out of 
synch with what the papers are say- 
ing or what the opponents are say- 
ing or what people perceive the can- 
didate is." 

This year, Rafshoon said, his 
commercials are “90 per cent 
Carter and 10 per cent technique,” 
ἃ ratio that made him comfortable 
because it meant that the President 
‘was speaking for himself. ‘‘Our job 
is not to mess up the 10 per cent." 


TO BE CANDID, it 15 also 
Rafshoon’s job to fashion the 90 per 
cent to suit the purposes of a 
political campaign. 

For the March 25 New York 
primary, for example, he has made 
spots using film clips from Aygust

The seemingly indiscriminate 
reshuffle-of local government chiefs 
was followed a week later by the 
dispatch of 10,000: troops to Syria's 
second largest city, Aleppo, from 
which anti-government dis- 
obedience has been exported to the 
Major towns of Hama and Latakia 
and even to Damascus itself. 

The tough measures which the 
Assad administration has been 
applying in the past few days 
suggest that the widespread civil 
unrest is turning into a popular up- 
rising against a government that 
has been the target of individual

terrorist attacks during the past two 
years. 

The scope of the confrontation, or 
rather of the upheaval, may never 
be accurately assessed. But the 
crisis has clearly reached the point 
where it has become the 
government's overriding preoc- 
cupation. 

The state-controlled media are 
giving no direct accounts of the un- 
rest. Newspapers make only obli- 
que references to ‘‘criminal attacks 
on official targets’’ and to 
“attempts by reactionary 
murderers to stir up sectarian un- 
rest." The official Damascus radio 
often broadcasts messages voicing 
support for the regime, while oc- 
ecasionally stressing government 
pledges to correct “‘negative fac- 
tors." 

What seems to be clear is that the 
government is no longer confron- 
ting a band of Sunni Moslem 
fanatics annoyed by the dispropor- 
tionate number of Alawites in high- 
ranking jobs. The minority Alawite 
sect comprises some 10 per cent of 
Syria's eight million inhabitants.

Minister Abdul-Raouf al-Kasm. 
Almost half the cabinet was made 
up of young technocrats com- 
missioned with the implementation 
of long-promised internal reforms. 

Since the key foreign, defence and 
information portfolios remained un- 
changed, most of the ap ents 
reflected Assad’s emphasis on 
domestic affairs. 


The change of government — 
which was urged by a congress of 
Syria's’ ruling Ba'ath party — 
followed two developments that 
stung the Assad administration. 


The understanding Jew 


IT HAS BECOME customary 
whenever. an outrageous declara- 
tion against Israel or Jews emerges 
from a senior public figure in Egypt 
to hear voices asking the Jews to 
‘umderstand.” This ‘‘understan- 
ding” has been demanded both in- 
side and outside Israel throughout 
the peace-making process. 

When the Egyptians, immediate- 
ly after taking possession of Santa 
Katerina, distributed a map of the 
area which omitted the name of 
Israel, those Israelis who noticed 
were advised not to make a fuss; 
rather, they should ‘‘understand" 
that the Egyptians “have to get 
used to the new situation." 

When Butros Ghali, Egypt's 
Minister of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, repeatedly assures Israel 
that unless Egyptian demands are 
met the peace treaty will be but a 
piece of paper, Israeli officials and 
journalists are asked to 
‘“understand'' that such 
declarations are necessary for in- 
ternal consumption in Egypt. And 
we are asked to “understand” 
Egypt's difficulties in the Arab 
world. 

Israelis are also asked to believe 
and “understand” that Dr. Ghali 
does not necessarily represent 
President Sadat’s views, while at 
the same-time there are-reports.of 
Sadat praising Dr. Ghali in private 
for doing his job so efficiently. 

Jews are aiso asked to 
“understand that Mr. Hassan 
Tohami is a “Moslem mystic” and 
very ‘‘fundamentalist,” and that 
that is why he cannot but adhere to 
the Koranic prophecy that Jews are 
“destined to (eternal) degradation 
and inferiority" and that the demi- 
state of Israel is destined to be 
abolished. 

Mr. Tohami happens to be “ex- 
tremely close to Sadat and, indeed, 
is a deputy premier. It is certainly 
not usual for a man in such a posi- 
tion to publicly utter hostile notions 
about a state with which his country 
has normal relations. But in this 
case, Israel was asked to 
“understand” the personal tragedy 
of Tohami — a practising Mosiem 
— having to witness the peace trea- 


It ig not easy for him or for many 
other Moslems to view political 
developments in which Jews and 
Moslems are treated ag equals. Mr. 
‘Tohami’s declarations, however, 
have not been explained away in 
Cairo as “personal views."" Such an 
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Israelis should not accept the role of out- 
casts simply to help Egypt solve its 


political problems,

explanation, the Egyptians must 
have thought, would have been too 
much. 

The Israeli public is also asked to 
“understand"’ why Israel's am- 
bassador to Caire is being almost 
totally ignored by the intellectual 
and official élite in Egypt. It would 
be rather naive to believe that the 
Jow profile adopted by Egyptians 
towards the Israeli mission has not 
been dictated by Egyptian 
policymakers. 


THERE ARE many other similar 
examples of Jews being asked to 
“understand"' why they are treated 
as political lepers. What is truly 
amazing is that Jews so willingly 
agree to ‘“understand."" 

Serious Israeli politicians as well 
as journalists, repeatedly look for 
excuses to explain away the Egyp- 
tian behaviour. The Jews, ap- 
parently, willingly accept the role 
of the leper who has suddenly been 
invited to join a healthy communi- 


(Caer 

Every Israeli is by now an expert 
— jist ὃν reading the daily press —- 
on Sadat's ‘internal problems,"* his 
difficulties with the rest of the Arab 
world, his need to persuade his 
comrades to accept his terrible 
betrayal of the Arab cause... 

However, the most al 
phenomenon in this galut-like 
Jewish attitude is that the Jewish 
“understanding” of the Egyptian 
behaviour is coupled with the ad- 
vice not to take it all too seriously — 
not to take seriously several 
declarations by Egypt's deputy 
premier that the end of Israel is 
near; or a report by a foreign 
diplomat that Sadat himself had 
confided similar sentiments'to him. 
: Not to take these matters serious- 
ly, could well result in serious 
damage to the future of Israel. 


NOBODY DENIES that Egypt, as 
an Arab and Mosjem country, must 
reconcile — if such 8 reconciliation 
is possible — the image of the Jew 
as represented in the Koran and the 
signing of a peace treaty with an in- 
dependent Jewish state.

the existence of such a problem in 
Egypt, it is certainly not a problem 
for Israelis to solve by accepting 
the role of the outcast. 

Somehow the Egyptians have 
succeeded in creating an at- 
mosphere in Israel and abroad that 
the peace treaty was an act of great 
benevolence on their part, that its 
price cannot, be overestimated. 


.““‘But they made peace with you,” . 


one is repeatediy told. This phrase 
is supposed to minimize, even 
nullify, the great contribution made 
by Israel: The speedy evacuation of 
Sinai, Israel's recggnition of ‘‘the 
legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians,"” the exposing of 
Israel's southern border to danger 
in the event of any political change 
in Egypt — all these Israeli con- 
tributions to peace have been com- 
pletely devalued. 

Even worse is he: Israelis 
saying: “They made peace with 
us.” 


But neither Israelis nor non- 
Israelis, should be blamed for tak- 
ing this attitude. It has been the 
practice of most Israeli leaders, 


from the premier downwards, to 
repeatedly emphasize that the 
greatest of all Arab countries has 
made peace with us. Indeed, the 
whole expensive affair has started 
to look like a divine miracle. 


IN NORMAL circumstances, Israel 
and Egypt should have been 
regarded as equals; the peace 
process being an opportunity for 
each side to make the best deal 
possible. If Israel had adhered to 
such a position, its sacrifices in the 
cause of peace would have been ap- 
preciated. No one would then have 
regarded the total withdrawal from 
Sinai as a routine matter. 

Instead, Israel] played into the 
hands of Sadat and his sentimental 
American friends. Emphasizing the 
mystical, emotional and 


miraculous side of the peace, Israel 


devalued the material assets in- 
volved. 
Even worse is the feeling, which 


‘has become dominant in Jewish 


minds, that “‘Sadat's peace” (for 
that is how this affair is perceived) 
is nothing less than an act of 
heroism. The simple answer, ‘‘We 
also gave him peace,” would at best 
produce a condescending smile. 

For now it has been universally 
accepted that the Jews cannot ex- 
pect the. same treatment as the 

. It follows that the Jews 
should “understand” Egypt's great 
sacrifices — which, in fact, amount 
to having | a solitary Israeli flag in 
Cairo and the Egyptian military 
band playing the Israeli national 
anthem. 

When a people. is ready to 
“‘accept’”’ and eanderetana 
situations and circumstances 
which it is denied its basic ational 
pride, then something is definitely 
wrong with the people. 

One cannot expect the present 
Taraeli leaders to remove the 
mystical veil from the peace 
process. The damage has been 
done. 

There is only one hope: that Jews: 
— both in Israel and abroad — 
regain their sobriety and decide not 
to “‘understand™ anymore — not to 
understand either Sadat’s dif- 
ficulties or his friends’ day-dreams 
and aspirations concerning the ul- 
timate fate of Israel.

SEEING ONE'S OWN country 
through the eyes of others is always 
a sobering experience.

And X was told that 
Gilmour's oldest son has taken over 
his father’s post at the Council for 
the Promotion of Angilo-Arab 
Understanding (CAABU), the main 
Arab lobby. It is the first time Ican

Stil, Gilmour is very popular in 
the Tory ranks, and is regarded as 
a coming-man in the leadership 
stakes.

THE BRITISH have tollowed the 
Wext German lead and endorsed 
the French cali for Palestinian self- 
determination.
